the Police Department later commend- 
ing the work of the Truck Squad under 


Detective Al Wing and praising the 
Truck * Squad. 
The letter from the Anti-Saloon 


League commending the department was 
dated April 9, 1921, which was at the 
height of the police campaign to enforce 
the State “dry” law last Spring. Arrests 
were titen being. made at the rate of 
200.or 300 a day, the-arrests for one day 
at the time .being about equal to the 
arrests for two weeks at present. This 
great burst of activity in behalf of the 
“dry’’ laws during the Spring and early 
Summer of last year was followed by 
complaints from ‘‘dry’’. sources that 


police activity had fallen off sharply.’ 
Andersen Refuses to Comment, 

State Superintendent William H. An- 
derson of the New York Anti-Saloon 
League said yesterday that no letter of 
commendation-had been sent to Commis- 
sioner Enright by any ‘official of the 
Anti-Saloon League this year, so far as 
he knew. He refused, however, to com- 
ment on the work of the Police Depart- 
ment, saying the Anti-Saloon. League 
was not.directly concerned with the crime 
Wave controversy and would express no 
opinion on the police work of this year 
which might be interpretedas endorse- 
ment or disapproval of the ‘administra- 
tion of Commissioner Wnright. 

The Broadway Association has not 
commended. or ‘criticised the general 
showing of the ‘Police "Department so 
far this year, but the Directors have 
frankly recognized the existence of a 
crime. wave and Have had several 
serious conferences on the subject, The 
association later may take some decided 
position in the matter. 

“On certain specific matters,. outside 
the crime situation, we have had oc- 
casion to thank the Police Department 
this year,”’ sald ‘J. C. Foster, Secre- 
tary of the association. “We com- 
plained of ‘the constant fringing of 
burglar alarms which ‘disturbed hotel 
guests and others, and that was prompt- 
ly remedied: We also asked for action 
by the department against the begging 
evil and we got prompt.action, for. which 
we wrote a letter of thanks a few weeks 
ago, aa that time, howé¥er, the beg- 
gers we infested the streets, in con- 
Stiorebie numbers. We. also thanked 


the department for getting | rid of the

“On the subject of burglaries ‘and 
crimes of violence, the association has 
expressed neither commendation nor dis- 
approval of the work of the department.

Judge Mack’s Remarke In Case of 
“ Jack’s”’ Walter Corrected. 


In imposing-a fine of $1 on William 
Heince, - formerly a waiter in Jach's 
Restaurant, after his conviction on Fri- 
day on a charge of selling lMquor, Fed- 
eral’ Judge Mack, addressing the de- 
fendant, did not use the word ‘‘ rebuke °’, 
either in connection With the jury that 
acquitted Dunstan or in.any other way.

And it is at once 
clear that it leaves the President free 
from every legal restraint in taking 
over the general direction of the pub- 
lic business in Congress. When the 
Republicans in 1920 announced their 
virtuous. purpose to ‘“‘ restore ’’ -the 
Constitution, they did not think that 
they would live to see an Attorney 
General of their own announce that 
the Constitution had become incapable 
of restoration even by Republicans.

There is one ‘‘ anti’’ campaign in 
which all résidents of New York/City, 
old and young, should join. No con- 
tribution is required except a little 
thoughtfulness and self-resttaint when 
tempted to make a) lazy disposition: of 
paper, cigarette boxes, fruit skins or 
other waste materials when walking in 
the streets, or throwing rubbish of 
any kind upon the pavement instead 
of putting it into the proper recep- 
tacles. This campaign is the ‘‘ anti- 
litter '’ Spring drive planned by the 
Merchants’ Association. And if any 
one walks off the main thoroughfares 
into side streets, and espegially into 
the push-cart streets, he will not need 
to be told that a ‘‘clean-up’’ is 


‘needed. 


A) stranger coming to New York 
from Paris or London, or indeed from 
any other great city of Western Eu- 
rope, must be shocked by the signs of 
waste and the untidinesy of many of 
our streets. He ,would not surmise 
that it was unlawful to throw ashes, 
vegetables, fruit skins, garbage, straw, 
shavings, paper, dirt, crockery, botties, 


[broken glass, cigarette boxes, waste’ 
materials, &c., into the streets‘or upon 


the Sidewalks; yet the law forbids all 
these acts. He would not guess that 
householders were required to. keep 
Clean the sidewalks in front of their 
premises; yet the law is specific and 
clear. And there are many other ordi- 
nances relating to the streets of whose 
existence a stranger would have no 
suspicion and-of which even our own 
citizens seem not to be aware. 

The Merchants’ Association has en- 
tolled from. the civics classes in the 
high schools of the city 8,000 ‘{ block 
captains,’* who have volunteered to 
help clean up the city and keep it 
clean by reminding citizens of their 
common every-day - obligations to 
those who have to pass their doors. 
It'is a wholesome practice in citizen- 
ship that these youths will be getting.

U. S. BONDS AND THE BANKS. 

In announcing the reduction of the 
discount rate of the Federal. Reserve 
Bank of Richmond last week, Gov- 
ernor Seay says the reduction was due 
in part to liquidation of loans on the 
Liberties. Nothing about the bonds 
has changed except their price, and 
yet it is calculated that the holders of 
them are $1,690,000,000 richer. That 
is true only of those who bought at a 
Giseount and sold on the rige. ; Invest- 
ors have made nothing, because they 
never lost anything. There néver was 


part of any of them that they would 
not receive precise fulfillment of’ the 
bargain they made when they lent 
their ‘funds to the Treasury. 

The rise of the bonds to par puts in 
the wrong those who thought that the 
decline in the Liberties imposed upon 
the Treasury the duty of doing some- 
thing for the bondholders, even to the 
extent. of refunding them ‘at higher | 
interest. That would have been ‘costly 
to the taxpayers. In buying the bonds 
the Treasury was thinking first of ‘the 
Treasury and only incidentally of the 
bondholders. If the rise induces liqui- 
dation of the frozen Liberty loans, as 
Governor Seay anticipates, the Treas- 
ury must take the bongs which the 
banks surrender, and the bond market 
will be under a pressure not felt when 
the Treasury was buying at a discount 
which justified the operation, even at 
the cost of increasing the floating debt. 

The bonds are not pegged at par 
now any more than originally, and the) 
bonds are ‘no better at the high price 
than at the low price, If they fall 
again, they will be worth no less to 
those who value them for income or 
exemption , Purposes. It seems hard 
to convince our lawmakers that there 
is no necessary discredit in a discount 
on Government bonds, since it depends 
on something extrinsic. to the bonds, 
and which is beyond control. ‘If the 
lexpectation is. realized that revival. of 
trade will enable profits larger than 
interest, the price of the bonds will 
reflect that condition of the money 
market. ; 

It is-said that the Treasury antici- 
pates no further change in the bank 
rate. | That depends on the banks more 
than on the Treasury; and more on 
the member banks than on the Re- 
serve banks. The member banks are 
now lending their own funds, and a 
competition for loans might stimulate 
a demand for credits at ow nota- 
bly slack.

“Good Luck to Sir Arthur.” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To have listened to Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle’s lecture on spiritualism: at Carnegie 
Hall Wednesday evening is. to have heard 
a clear, calm, every-day exposition of an 
engrossing subjéct. We need ‘more informa- 
tive. discussion along these lines to bring 
the subject before the vast majority of us. 

Sir Arthur points out that practically 
all the men of science and investigators 
who have approached this subject have done 
so in skeptical and antagonistic attitude. In 
spite of ‘this handicap for spiritualism, such 
men as Sir Oliver. Lodge, Sir William 
Crookes, Russel Wallace and many ‘others, |. 
not excluding himself, have» become protag- 
onists of the movement. - It does not seem 
reasonable to suppose that all these men, 
celebrated in their respective fields, should 
be weak-minded when it comes to this sub- 
ject. . \ 

Sir Arthur has secured documentary proofs 
of what has taken’ place in his presence; 
also the results of material tests made, be- 
sides a quantity of corroborative evidence 
from hundreds of others, to prove that 
communication with the other. world is pos- 
sible and‘ has been accomplished. He cor- 
rectly points out that similar. evidence 
presented before a court, ¢ither here or in 
England, would constitute sufficlent proof 
in any case.

To ridicule something of which we have no 
knowledge is to show a poor mental equip- 
ment for new ideas.

But 
the huge.trading on the Stock Exchange, 
accompanied as it was by alternate ad- 
vance and reaction of prices, was not 
the only or the most significant inci- 
dent of yesterday's markets. 

A decline of % of 1 per ‘cent. in com 
mercial paper brought the quotation on 
the best names down to 4% per cent., 
which {s Jower than any rate quoted in 
Wall Street since the week in which 
th; United States declared war on Ger- 
many in 1917. ‘The Chicago wheat mar- 
ket, in which speculation was as ex- 
cited as on the Stock Exchange and in 
which values moved much as they did 
in stocks, at one time reached $1.45 per 


2 cents above Saturday's closing, 18% 
cents above last Thursday’s low price 
and less than 5 cents Gnder the season's 
highest. Exchange on all of the Euro 
pean markets rose; the advance in 
French rates, which was particularly 
rapid, carrying the franc to the highest 
figure since Dec. 27, 1919, while the 
Italian lira reached the best rate since 


the close; but French and Italian ex- 
change ended at the day's top figures. 
In-one respect this advance in French 
exchange attracted peculiar attention; 
it occurred after the cables had made 
known the signing of a treaty at Genoa 
between Germany and Russia, and when 
much perplexity existed in our own 
financial quarters as to the precise sig- 
nificance of the action. That negotia- 
tions had for some time heen in progress 
for such a treaty, to replace the sbro- 


‘gated Brest-Litovsk agreement, was 


perfectly well known; but the fact that, 
signed as it was yesterday during the 
session of the Genoa conference, it made 
Germany the first of the greater powers 


to recognize the Russian Soviet, caused 


a good deal of puzzled conjecture as to 
its bearing on the whole international 
problem, There was therefore obvious 
reason,, while judgment was thus re- 
served pending fuller overnight informa- 
tion, that unusual interest should have 
attached to the confident movement of 
French exchange in the closing hours of 
business. The French market has here- 
tofore insisted that the rise in the Paris 
cheque has been the outcome of specu- 
lative buying elsewhere than on the 
Paris market. But all this will shortly 
be made clear. . 

The stock market opened with the rise 
which, in conditions such ag now prevail, 
is traditionally apt to come with the 
“ over-Sunday " speculative buying 
orders, Under that stimulus, prices in a 
fairly long st of stocks moved forward, 


| some .of them a point or more. This 


happened under the somewhat question- 
able leadership of the “oil stocks,” 
which had dominated last week's mar 
ket at the last. 

On the higher level of prices thus 
achieved there came heavy pressure of 
realizing sales and speculative selling 


‘| for the décline, and the -market gave 


way immediately. This selling also, 
coming as it did from professional quar~ 
ters, was no unusual incident for a 
Monday in ah excitéd market. The mid- 
day break in prices was ‘followed by 
new buying, along with which prices re- 
covered irregularly, some stocks retrac- 
ing all of the decline. . The. market 
closed in considerable confusion of 
movement, with net changes pretty 
evenly divided between advances and
